them. It was a great day for all those who 
assembled, and the opening of an era of 
prosperity for that section. 

During the month of January prepara- 
tions were begun for settine the first ex- 
perimental crops, and a period of anxiety 
ensued. They planted their seed beds in 
different grades of soil, and they sowed the 
seed at intervals of a few days, so that 
‘they could be able to ascertain what 
nature of soil was best suited for the crop, 
and also what time was most propitious for 
planting. In transplanting to the flelds 
they pursued the same tactics, and thus 
ithey were intelligently informed as to the 
best conditions, both as to season and 
Jands, and they have not failed to profit 
by their experience. 

Their first crop consisted of only about 
four acres; this was for the spring of 1896. 
For thelr fall crop they planted about 
exty acres. For the spring crop of the 
“present year they planted about sixty-five 

#res and for the fall crop they are now 
etting out plants on 159 acres of their best 
land. This includes only the tobacco 
planted by the Cuban Tobacco Growers’ 
Company. Now, these people did not do 
tnything in a half-hearted manner. but 
they went in to make a success of the crop 
fit were possible to do so. They purchased 
a@large Dean pump from one of the gus- 
pended phosphate works and stationed it 
Mar the Pease river. From this pump 
thy laid a four-inch main through the 
enter of their tobacco farm, and from 
this at a distance of every,120 feet Jateral 
Pipes were laid. Then at a distance of 
every 120 feet spray heads were set on 
Pipes rising out of the ground some eight 
feet, and when the pump was started up 
fvery evening about dusk the farm was a 
Maze of mist. It was thus that the grow- 
es assisted nature very materially and 
greatly enhanced the value of their crop, 
for With tobacco much depends on a rapid 
éfowth, and those whe advance the growth 
are able to secure a ieaf of a much finer 
texture and flavor. 

What these people did for their first 
ops they have enlarged and perfected as 
they increased their acreage. They now 
Spray at every sixty feet, and they have 
large tanks with a capacity of 25,000 gal- 
lons erected at intervals over their farm 
80 as to enable them to use the pressure 
from the tanks or directly from the pump. 
They have erected several warehouses on 
their farm into which the tobacco is taken 
When it is first cut, and here it 1s put 
through the pole-curing process. From 
these houses it is taken, after it Js thor- 
eughiy dried, to the central curing house, 
Where it is ‘“‘piloned,”’ ‘“bituned,” selected 
and baled, all according to the Cuban 
Method, and is then ready for the market. 
Fully 20 Cubans are now located at Fort 
Meade, and the colony is constantly grow- 
_ ing. A Cuban store has been lately started 
there and is seriously threatening the ex- 
istence of the older American establish- 
ments, Besides tobacco, the company is 
faising a number of vegetables. indigenous

Well,

A 
former merchant named Williams, who 
lived in the valley, used to buy gold for 
the banks and he often said before his 
death that his books would show that he 
had tought more gold than six mules could 
pull. Allowing only 1,000 pounds to the mule, 
the three tons at $17 an ounce would be 
worth more than $1,500,000, The country 
store keepers still buy gold dust and nug- 
gets and Mr. Slaton, who has a small 
store here, tells me that he pays 9 cents a 
pennyweight in cash or trade, just as the 
customer prefers. He gets 93 cents for it 
at the mint. ° 

The Calhoun, a placer mine, which has 
been worked for probably sixty years and 
it is still being operated, has yielded an 
immense sum. No One estimates it at less 
than $250,000, Professor FE. T. Whatley, who 
managed it for two or three years, esti- 
mates that it has produced $1,000,000.

There was no reason 
to expect a change and no one dreamed of 
any except such as would follow the slow 
settling of the rugzed country. 

One night, in the year 1829, there was a 
terrific storm. The wind blew a hurricane 
and the rain came down in torrents. The 
next morning, s»me One going to mill 
found a tree blown down across the trail. 
Passing round, he noticed what appeared 
to be a pretty glitier!ng pebble clinging to 
tne earth He carried the pebble to the 
-aill and the miller said it was gold. It 
had been found on his lot, the one given to 
him for the night’s lodging. 

That is the story of the first discovery of 
gold in Georgia, as it is told in White 
county. 

I krow there is a different version told 
in Lumpkin about the first find having 
been made on the Calhoun place, near Dah- 
lohega. Seven cities claimed the honor of 
Homer’s nativity. It is mot strange, there- 
fore, that two counties should lay claim to 
ihe distinction of having yielded the first 
gold known to the white men of Georgia. 
It is not for me to settle the question of 
priority. I got the White county version a 
few days ago from Hon. Jesse Lumsden, 
who lives here in the beautiful Sautee Vai- 
ley. He got it from his grandfather Lums- 
den, who was living in the Nacoochee val- 
ley at the time, and who subsequently 
Dought the historic lot himself and mined 
gold on if.. The preponderance of testimony 
and the weight of the authorities are in 
favor of the Duke’§ creek claim to priority, 
although there was not more than a few 
months’ interval between the two discoy- 
eries. 

News of the find on Duke’s creek spread 
rapidly and people went long distances to 
the nugget. The miller had given the 
piece of gold to his wife and she was so 
bothered by visitors calling to see it that 
she tied a string to {t and suspended it 
from a rafter in the cabin so that the 
curious could examine it at will without 
any danger of getting it away. 

The First Rush for Gold. 

Everybody went to prospecting and gold 
was found in abundance along the old beds 
of streams. The price of lots rose rapidly 
and tke miller soon sold his for $10,000. It 
had cost Khvm only a supper and a break- 
fast for a man and a horse. 

From that day to this, gold mining has 
been carr‘ed on almost steadily in White 
county. For a few years there was a boom 
and a rush such as the Klondike is expe- 
riencing now. That was the first rush for 
gold ever known in America. The excite- 
ment over the first discoveries was intense. 
Owners of gold bearing properties often 
lived far away In distant counties. Asssoon 
as a discovery was made runners were 
dispatched to find the owners and buy or 
lease the lot on which gold had been 
found. 

A story is still told in Greene county of 
cne of these runners who came down from 
the mountains and fuund a fariner plowing 
ecrn. The messenger did not want to show 
his eagerness to buy and chatted abut 
crops. Presently the farmer iemarked:

It will be interesting to 
watch this telluride vein running under 
Hamby mountain. The prospects are that 
we will hear more about {t as it 
is followed. It is thirty inches wide now 
and seems to be widening as it goes down. 
In the open cut 200 yards northeast of the 
tunnel on the strike of the belt, three quartz 
veins are exposed. There is about two feet 
of gneiss between the first and second 
velns and possibly three feet between the 
second and third. All three of these veins 
will come together, pernaps, within 100 
feet going down, and then Mr. Martin will 
have an ore body sure enough.

When it comes to 
Saving gold, there are almost as many 
processes as there are patented car cou- 
plers and churns. The patent office is ful! 
of them; also the woods. 

Six miles from here, on the old Thompson 
lot, some New England men have just put 
in what they call the “‘mercurial hydrate of 
sodium” process. Nothing like it was ever 
seen in these parts before. Mr. John F. 
Wiswell, the inventor,’ told me that there 
were three similar plants in Nova Scotia, 
but this is the first one ever established in 
the United States. He has two associates, 
Captain Gregory, who used to be master of 
a ship, and Mr. Defferari, a wealthy fruit 
dealer of Boston. He is what Mr. Bowran, 
of the Royal, would call the ‘‘angel’’—the 
man with the money. 

To begin with the mill, you want to for- 
Set every milling device you exer saw for 
this is not like any or them. But it is a 
crusher, or rather a series of three crush- 
ers, one below the other, so that the pulp 
flows from the first into the second and 
then into the third. There are three rollers 
in each pan. The rollers in the first pulver- 
izer weigh 2,200 pounds apiece. The ore and 
water, 300 gallons to the ton, will be fed 
into the first pulverizer. Nine ounces of 
“‘mercurial hydrate of sodium” will be 
releaged in this water. This immediately 
passes into solution and the theory is that 
as the ore is ground under the revolving 
rollers, each particle of free gold as it is 
liberated from the rock, is amalgamated 
by the mercury in solution. When the ore 
is ground to a fineness of forty mesh, it 
passes down to the second pulverizer where 
it is still further reduced. At the same time 
the chloride is precipitated by the bright 
iron of revolving cannon balls, which are 
kept moving around in the pulp. In the 
third pulverizer, the metallic particles are 
made to pass through metallic mercury. 

This is in brief the theory. Mr. Wiswell 
says that the process will save % per cent 
or more of the free gold. It will not catch 
the sulphurets, but if it will save all that 
is claimed for it, the process is at least 
vastly better than the stamp mills, for they 
do not save more than from 50 to 60 per 
cent of the free gold in the average Geor- 
gia ore. This mill will be running by Mon- 
day if no accident occurs. If it has any- 
thing like the merit which is claimed, it 
will prove to be a big thing. 

The Thompson mine contains good-pay 
ore. It has been worked off and on for 
fifty years. When Captain Gregory bought 
it, a woman and her son were working it. 
The boy got out the ore and carried mM to 
a little mill on his back, and his mother 
milled it. They were making. money, but 
the sale stopped them.

Yonah Gold Mining Company fs 
the oid Calhoun placer night and 
day.

Mining Asbestus. 

Mineral woo! is not a new thing, but a 
mill to get fibrous matter out of rock is 
new in Georgia. Up here on Sal mountain 
there is a mill which takes the short fibred 
asbestus and converts it into a fluffy ma- 
terial which soft as silk and inde 
structible by fire. This is the only mill of 
the kind in the world, Captain W. T. Hix, 
manager, told ie. The long-fibered 
asbestos or chrysotile comes from Canada. 
It more valuable, but it occurs in small 
veins, while the true asbestus is found in 
pockets. Here in White the deposit appears 
to ‘be inexhaustible. It is easily mined, and 
this company seems to have a profitable 
future. Three grades of fiber are made, 
and in addition an asbestus rement. 

The Germans have been testing asbestus 
for decks of their war vessels and will 
probably adopt it. The manufactured pro- 
duct is used In the manufacture of paper, 
for the covering of boilers and steam pipes 
and in fire-proof buildings. There are so- 
called fire-proof asbestus paints, but Mr. 
Hix is authority for the statement that 
they do not contain asbestus. ‘There is 
some so-called asbestus packing which is 
even more inflammable than wood, but the 
genuine article would not burn in the flery 
furnace. The manufactured product sells 
for from $16 to $19 a ton, according to the 
quality.

SOTLETHING TO DO FOR MOTHER. 
A Shoe Box.. 


One of the most convenient pieces of 
furniture that can be mede for the bed or 
dressing room is a shoe box and seat. 

‘Lhe illustration shows a simple and neat 
idea for such a box. and as it is a yery 
easy matter to make one, there seems to 
bo no reasonable excuse why several of 
them cannot be made for every heuse. 

At a grocery store obtain a stout box 
about thirty inches long, sixteen or eighteen 
inches wide and from fifteen to eighteen 
inches deep. Select one that ‘'s well made,

Arrange the cover to the box with hinges 
atiached to the back edge, and to prevent 
the cover falling too far backward when 
it is opened, attach it to one end of the box 
with a piece of narrow webbing or a chain. 

To the inside of the cover and the inner 
sides of the box fasten denim or canvas, to 
form pockets. 

The denim may be caught as shown in 
figure 1, and between each pocket a line 
or large-headed tacks will serve to hold the 
fabric in the preper place. 

Refore the pockets are attached to the 
inside of the box it would be well to line 

h untdieached muslin, denim or other 


+ curt ¢ 
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gcod, strong fabric, tacked securely to the 
wood at the corners and edges. The out- 
side of the box is to be upholstered and 
draped with denim and eretonne, 

if it is pessible to obtain some curled 
hair, spread it all over the top of the 
box to a thickness of about three inches, 


and over it place a covering of unbleached 


muslin. Tack it all round the edge of the 
cover, but do not draw it tight, and over 
it place a strip of denim in any desirable 
color. 

Tack this down in a similar manner and 
then begin to tuft the cushion. With an 


awl bore two holes side by side at regrular 
distances apart all through the wood cover, 
and, having procured some carriage but- 
tons, tie the string into the metal shanks 
and pass the ends of the string down 
through the holes made side by side. Re- 
peat this at every pair of holes until all 
the buttons have been placed, then begin 
to tie the strings at the under side of the 
cover. The tighter the string is tied the 
deeper the button into the

hair and the hisher the tuft appears bee 
ween buttons. After all the strings have 
eon securely tli@d, clip off the ends of the 
string, and as a result an upholstered seat 
will be had, as shown in the illustration. 
To cover the raw edges of the material 


where it has been tacked around the edgea 
of the cover, lay some gimp. over them and 


secure it in place with large oval-headed 
brass tacks, and at the front edge, at the 
center, attach a handstrap by means of 


which the cover may be raised. 

A flounce of cretonne is to be made and 
fastened to the side of the box. It may 
be gathered on a string that can be tacked 
to the upper edges of the front, ends and 
back, and it should be long enough to 
touch the floer. but not to drag on it. 

Such a box will prove a very useful affair, 
and as a window seat it is quite as well 
adapted as for a shoe receptacle. 

The interior space will afford ample ac- 
commodation for many pairs of shoes, and 
on the bottom rubbers, arctics and heavy 
footwear may be kept. 

This box can be adapted to other pur 
poses that necessity may dictate, as it ts 
a convenient receptacle for many things.

THE PARADISE FISH. 


Rivals the Brilliant Bird of Para- 
dise in Color.

It is asserted by at least one great nat- 
wuralist that there exists no land animal 
whose counterpart may not he found in 
the sea. Whether this is so or not, a fish 
Is now being introduced into this country 
which for beuuty of color ard elegance 
of form at all events may be compared 
to the bird of paradise. This new arrival 
in American aquariums is called the para- 
dise fish and belongs to the species known 
as macropcdus venustus. It may be seen 
any day in a Fourth avenue store, which 
is its distributing point in this country, 
male, female and nest, if the curious ob- 
server has sufficient patience to wait until 
the male comes up to blow. which, as he 
does not keep under -water more than 
fifteen minutes, cannot be very long. The 
Mest being on the surface, the whole pro- 
cess from i's tirst formation to the hatch- 
ing of the eggs is plainly visible When 
the weather is wafmest, the male para- 


dise fis) assumes its most brilliant hues: 
while tuildirg his rest those hues are 


absolutely dazzling, resembling nothing so 
much as the colors of the clouds above 
the sun when he is sinking to rest. When 
the waters grow co'd, the colors fade, 
but the animal is always beautiful. 

It is a real pleasuro to see the paradise 


fish make his nest. He takes a position 
about an inch below the surface of the 
water, but comes to the top qufte fre- 


queitly for a mouthful of air. Having filled 
his lungs, he descends, and, assuming a 
horizontal position, ejects the air forcibly. 
As the air passes ‘through his mouth it 
comes in contact with a glutinous sub- 
Stance in a sac attached to the roof, and 
forms bubbles, which lodge on the surface 
exactiy in the places the clever lite a¥fch- 
itect has designed that they should lodge. 
Thie process is continucd until he has 
constructed a floating pla tform six or seven 
inches in circumference and a quarter 
of an inch thick. While the male is work- 
ing away and puffing and biowing ut a 
_ @reat rate, his mate floats nearby in an 
attitude of elegant leisure. She never as- 
sists him under any circumstances, unless, 
perhaps, she may offer advice as consult- 
ag engineer. 

The eggs are fertilized and deposited 
fm this nest in quite a different manmer 
from that employed by any other fish 
known to Americans. Hundreds of eggs 
a@re placed in the nest, where they hatch in 
thirty-six hours. By a‘d of a magnifying 
Glass the fry can be seen as they emerge 
from the egg. -Each little fish has a yolk 
Sac attached to its body, emd as the sac 
diminishes until at the end of from ten 
to fifteen minutes it disappears. and the 
youngsters are ready to look around for 
their own food. During all this time the 
mother preserves her air of sweet insou- 
cance, while the poor father does the 
hustling. If he ever sleeps no one sees 
bim. He is engaged aight and Jay \ceping 
the young ones together in the iucst of 
bubbles, and when the proper time arrives 
he pushes his nose up in their midst and 
knocks the nest into smithereens, Then 
the children of paradise are scattered over 
the surface of the water, but by no means 
left to take care of themselves. lioes 
@ weak one sink here or there. th’s tender 
and heroic father dives down. and tuking 


it gently in his mouth, bears it to the 


top where it can inhale the invigorating 
air. When the young ones are o!d and 


strong enough to manage their own affairs, 
the parent begins at once to ra‘se another 
family. One pair will build three or four 
times during the summer. 

The principal home of the paradise fish 
is in the waters of Burmah, S'nzgapore, 
and in and arourd the Malay peninsula 
generally. They flourish and grow byill ant 
in warmth; they fade and die in cold 
water.

INDIAN MUMBLETY PEG. 


How It Is Played by the Hindoo 
Boys—Hop Scotch. 


Every town-bred Ameriean boy knows 
how to play the time-honored game styled 
variously “tip-cat’’ or ‘‘mumblety-peg.”’ In 
England also this famous gutter pasttime 
is vastly popular, and the. historians of 
sport pretend to trace its history back to 
early Saxon times. Few people, however, 


are aware that ‘“‘tip-cat’ or ‘‘mumbicty- 
peg,’’ is indulged in so far east as India, 


or that the dusky urchins of Bombay and 
Madras are positive adepts at the game. 


In India ‘“‘tip-t’’ is known as ‘“gulli 
danda,” id est, ‘‘cat-stick.’’ The little 


Hindoos or Mahometans scoop out a small 
hole in the ground. This hole is Known 
as ‘‘gurchi;”’ the cat or peg, being **rulli,’’ 
and the stick to strike with ‘“‘danda,’’ Play- 
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INDIAN HOP SCOTCH (Ekaria-Dukaria.) 
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ers arrange their turns by a Hindoo version 
of the familiar “eeny meeny miny mo.” 
Player No. 1 takes the ‘“‘danda”’ and strikes 
the ‘‘gulli’’ (made exactly like our ‘‘cat’’) 
as far as it will go. The opposite player 
fetches the “‘gulli’’ and endeavors to throw 
it back into the hole, or ‘‘gurchi.”’ If he 


does not succeed player No. 1 scores a 
point, and has another chance with the 


danda. On the other hand, if he pops the 
peg into the “‘gurchi’’ player No. 1 ts put 
out, and the next in order takes his place. 
But ‘‘tip-cat’’ is not the only game, .a 
knowledge of which our boys share with 
the lads of India. In the bazaars and pub- 
lic places of all the big cities from Simla 
to Ceylon, the youthful Hindoo and Ma- 
hometan enter enthusiastically into the ex- 
citements of ‘“‘hop-scotch.’’ They call it 
‘“ekaria-dukaria,’’ which is certainly a more 
imposing title. The court is marked out 
into seven squares, each of which has a 
name as follows: Ekaria, dukaria, tikaria, 
kachkolan, sustanawa, chotka and barkKa. 
A round piece of tile (khapollo) is thrown 
sucecssively into each of these squares 
and kicked out by a player hopping on one 
foot. In passing the fifth and sixth squares 
(sustanawa and chotka) the player has to 
jump straight in and then straight out 
again frong the balk-line without treading 
on any of the intervening squares. When

there were no railroads west of 
Missouri or east of California, they used 
to carry mail and light freight on horse- 
back between St. Joe and Sacramento.

How To Catch Them Feeding, and 
How To Catch Them on the Run.

Rabbit stalking is essentially an early 
autumn sport, although rabbits may be 


shot all the year round. « 

The best way to get near rabbits and 
to be certain of knocking over a young 
one, is to stalk them and kill them sitting. 
This is sport which consists in the exercise 


of skill and judgment, required to take 
the best advantage of the ground and get 


within shot. 

“As a boy I used to be famous for crawl- 
ing on my stomach from one end of the 
meadow to the other, holding the gun in 
one hand, wi-h the muzzle pointed in front,” 
Says one well-Known sportsman, and this, 
in fact, is a veéfy good method of warfare.

In the 
production of cotton and coal and iron 
the south defies the world’s competition. 
The growth of the cotton industry in the 
south something marvelous. In 1880 
southern mills consumed something over 
2.04) bales of ecottén. In 18% they took 
1.042.671 bales, in inerease of 138,000 over 
the preceding vear. The capital invested 
in cotton mills in 1880 was $22,000,000 and in 
1897 over 2£116,0¢,000. The number of spin- 
dies in 1880 was 668,000: in 1897 it is esti- 
mated there are in operation nearly 4,000,000

As the south produces two-thirds of the 
world’s cotton crop, and as the cotton can 
ba manufactured in the southern states 
cheaper than in any other country, the 
field of profitable investment in this great 
industry is most. inviting. 

Cotton manufacturing in the south has 
long since passed beyond the experinental 
stage. Augusta, the Lowell of the south, 
has fully demonstrated the success of the 
cotton industry. She has $5,000,000 invested 
in cotton mills. ‘Not only have the fac- 
torfes in Augusta and vicinity been profit- 
able, but the mills tn the Carolinas and 
Georgia and in tha south generally have 
been successful. The-cotton business will 
continue to develop. It is cheaper to make 
yarns and cloth where the cotton is grown 
than in New England or old England. 
When the south can manufacture her own 
cotton, the. product will be worth one 
thousand millions of dollars. There is no 
good reason why the south should not 
continue to spin and weave her own cotton. 


The Cotton Seed Oil Industry. 


The cotton seed oil industry of the south 
is increasing rapidly. In 1867 there were 
only four mills tn operation; in 1897 there 
are over 300 with over $56,000,000 invested. 
This industry employs 10,000 hands. In 
1872 less than 6,000 barrels of cotton seed 
oll avere exported; in 1896 more than 800,000 
barrels were exported. 

The oii is used for cooking purposes, and 
in the manufacture of lard and soaps. The 
meal and hulls are used for fertilizers and 
for stock feeding. Maitor Harry Ham- 
mond, of South Carolina, estimates the 
valine of the 4,0%.000 tons of cotton seed 
produced in the south in 1896—the meal 
and hulls being fed to cattle, and sold for 
fertilizers—at $113,000,000. 

The people of the world are madly in 
search of gold. In its pursuits they brave 
the burning sands and fevers of Africa 
and the privations and terrors of Alaska’s 
endless winter. The world’s annual yield 
of the precious metals now axgregates 
about £400,000,000, while the cotton crop of 
the south and cotton seed and its products 
annually exceed this In value. 

Max O'’Re!l, the celebrated Frenchman, 
said to the writer: “Taking it altogether, 
the south ig the most blessed country on 
earth in the fertility of its soil, and the 
variety of its products. Its sunshine and 
rainfall and regular seasons are more val- 
uable than all the gold of Afrita and other 
countries to which mature has denied the 
blessings of seasonable rains.”’ 


The Empire State. 


The state of Georgia is an empire tn 
itself. Tt ts the largest state east of the 
Mississippi river. It contains 50,000 square 
miles. Or within 6.000 equare miles of as 
much area as of all New England. I!t has 
a fertile soil, and the varied prodnets of 
agriculture and horticulture. Next to 
Texas Georgia is the largest cotton pro- 
ducing state in the south, her crop for 1897 
being 1,300,000 bales. Georgia, like other 
southern states, has a large area ef tim- 
ered tands. She has deposits of coal anda 
iron. She has navigable rivers that run to 
the sea and abundant water power for 
manufacturing purposes. Her deposits of 
granite and marble are inexhaustible. and 
in the cevelopment of these the state is 
making great progress. 


Georgia Granite and Marble. 


Sixteen years ago, when the present 
State capitol was in process of construc- 
tion, the stone out of which it is built was 
procure] from a Western state. This prefer- 
ence was given to stone from another state 


because our people had not developed this 
particular imdustry sufficiently to  racet 
competition. We did not have the capital 
invested in our marble and granite quar- 


the skill to enable our people to secure 
the contract for building the state house 
out of Georgia marble and ‘ieorgia gran- 
ite. But that was sixteen years ago. The 
capitol of Rhode Island amd the new capi- 
tol of Minnesota are now being built with 
Georgia marble, the contract having been 
awarded for this material, after the Inar- 
ble from Georgia and other states compet- 
ing had been subjected to the tnest crit- 
ical examination and expert test. Georgia 
marble is now used from Portland, Me., 
to Sam Francisco, and irom’ Chi'cigy to 
Galveston. Georgia granite has come into 
general use for building purposes é1.d for 
street paving in most of the large cities 
of the country. The extent of the gran- 
ite and marble deposits vf Georgia is not 
fully appreciated. It would noi D? an ex- 
aggeration to assert that tuere is s-fficient 
granite and marbie of the best quulities 
in Georgia to rebuild every nuuse, if trey 
were all destroyed, and to pave with -el- 
gian bfock the streets of every city in the 
United States, 

The Land of Promise and Fulfillment. 


In this article 1 have dealt only with the 
principal natural resources and :eading 
products of the south, but the production 
of tobacco, sugar and rice are importast 
and expanding industries, which have al- 
ready reached commanding propyritions ard 
whose future gives every assurance of 
great enlargement. There is no reason 
why the south should not produce sugar 


and rice eopough to supply her own peo- 
ple. In the production of farm ovroducts, 
vegetables and fruits there is no limit to 
the possibilities of southern agriculture and 
horticulture, 

The south is the land of rromise ard 
fulfilment. There are thousands cf intel- 
ligent people in the United States wno 
know mothing about the south. They 
should be ashamed to admit it. They are 
familiar with the history and capitals 
of Europe, but to them the south is a mere 
geographical expression. They know com- 
paratively nothmg about its unrivaled sd- 
vantages and its wealth of climate and 
health. 

Area considered, the south has ‘he most 
equable climate in the world. it ‘s not 
subject to the extremes of heat ior coid. 
It produces the greatest variety of agri- 
cultural and horticuitural products. The 
south contains nearly 300,000 squire mi‘és, 
or nearly one-fourth of the United States 
exclus.ve of Alaska.

“K PRIVATE CAMP” 
IS BROKEN UP 


Was Conducted on an Entirely New and 
Unique Plan. 


TRAMPS WERE PUT TO WORK 


After They Were Corralled by the 
Manager of the “Camp.” 


HOW HENRY R. RICKERSON DID BUSINESS 


He Would Arrest Strange Negroes and 
Put Them to Work—One Dies, 
Leading’ To ‘Exposure. 


Madiscn, Ga., September 11.—(Srecial.)— 
The strangest convict camp in Georgia has 
just teen unearthed. 

The disclosure is made by The Advertiser, 
of this city, which thus tells the story: 

“Henry R. Rickerson, o1-e-armed ‘and 
frim-viseged, lives just on the outskirts 
of the little city of Rutledge. He is a farm- 
er, and the municipal boundary Ine passes 
just through his yard. 

“The story as it goes, and as told The 
Advertiser yesterday morning by responsi- 
ble parties, is as follows: 

“It seems that Rickerscn, who hears an 
unsavory reputation, has been ruining a 
small convict camp cf his own, without 
paying the state anything at all for the 
lease of convicts, and without the said con- 
Victs having been guilty of anything ex- 
cept ‘tramping.’ Rickerson made a practice 
of decoying tramps—negroes and whites— 
to his house, arrested them and put them 
to work on his farm, he claiming to have 
governmental authority for so doing. A 
tramp negro, Ab Johns, was thus arrested 
by him and has been doing hard work for 
rim several months. Some weeks ago a 
white tramp, Tom Johnoson, was also 
arrested by Rickerson and put to work in 
the fields on his farm, with the negro Ab 
Johns to stand as guard over him. Both 
were so intimidated by their oppressor 
that they willingly did anything at his 
command, They were in the bonds of sla- 
very and he was their taskmaster, and a 
hard one, too. The white man was the vic- 
tim of a loathsome, nameless disease. He 
was forced to work in any sort of weather, 
Sundays and all cther days. When he did 
anything which displeased his master, the 
negro was made to ply the lash on his bare 
back. Some days ago the white man—then 
a putrid, loathsome mass of living human- 
ity, scarcely able to work—was taken ill, 
but was still forced to work. 

“On Tuesday he died. Rickerson sent to 
W. PP. & M. L. Wattace for a cvitin. This 
aroused the neighbors. Mayor Newt Wat-

Coroner Dexter went up to Rut- 
ledge to hold an inquest. On account of 
decomposition having set in, the body could 
not be examined by the jury, and no verdict 
was made.

“‘Later—Rickerson was brought to 
night under arrest, but the 
rant was dismissed pending 
jury's investigations. 
“Rickerson’s mode of forcing tramps to 
work for him was this: He emploved two 
negroes, stationed at the Georgia railroad 
coaling station, to induce them to come 
out to his house. When there he would 
either coax, persuade or force them to 
work for him promising them so much pay, 
and at the end of the month refusing to 
pay them and threaten their lives if ihey 
kicked. These facts are told The Advertiser 
by good parties and if untrue we stand 
ready to correct them after the trial.”

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CHANGE IN SYSTEM 
IN COUNTY SCHOOLS 


Graded System Adopted by the County 
Schools of Fulton. 


PLAN IN COUNTY SCHOOLS 


They Will Be Regulated Upon the 
System of City Schools, 


COMMISSIONER GUINN MAKES A REPORT 


Hereafter All the System Will Be 
Under His Personal Supervision. 
What He Says. 


A change that is ‘at once sweeping and 
complete has been made in the public 
schools of Fulton county. 

For the first time in the educational his- 
tory of Georgia the graded system of pub- 
lic schools has been put into effect in the 
country districts. 

Fulton ig the first and only county to 
adopt this system. It !s not only an inno- 
vation, but is a radical and material reor- 
ganization of the.school system. The old 
system has been wiped out and in its place 
is the new, which the school commissioner 
thinks will result in a marked improvement 
in the work accomplished by the schools. 

Country schools in this county are now 
conducted on the same principle as the city 
echools. The children of the country are 
given the same adyantages as the children 
of Atlanta. In fact, they have placed te- 
fore them a school system that is far bet- 
ter for them than would be the schools of 
this city. 

The system just put into effect in the 
country schools is espectally adapted to the 
needs and requirements of a common 
school education, such as a country child 
wants. There is nothing superfluous in 
the schools as now taught and the children 
are learned simply the elementary branches 
of solid education. By the new system the 
ambitious boy or girl, who wants to s‘udy 
Latin, geometry, trigonometry orrany cther 
high study, mtust either go to col- 
lege or engage a private tutor. The teach- 
ers in the public schools of Fulton county 
are strictly prohibited from teaching cny- 
hing beside reading, writing, history, 
arithmetic, language and geography. The 
new system provides that these six 
branches of education shall be well and 
completely taught, but that no other study 
shall be followed in the country schools. 
The constitution of the staie precludes the 
admission of any higher branches of study 
into the public schools. The constitution 
says that simply the elementary branches 
shall be taught. School Commissioner Guinn 
would have liked to some other 
studies in the system of study laid down, 
but he could not go above the constitution. 

Under the new system the schools are 
placed entirely under the supervision cf the 
school commissioner and the county board 
of education. This has been long desired by 
Mr. Guinn, who feels that good work can- 
not be done when the schools are run ac- 
cording to the individual ideas of the va- 
rious teachers, all of whom have diffecsant 
systems of their own. Heretofore the 
teachers have been disregarding the orders 
of the county board and have taught books 
not adopted as the textbooks of the schools. 
Some of them have taught Latin, Greek or 
any study that a pupil might wish, but 
now all of this will be stopped. The teach- 
ers will be compelled to teach wnat the 
board adopts and no more. 

Mr. Guinn will have a close supervision 
of all schools and will spend all of his time 
in looking after them. He is now making 
speeches over various parts of the county. 

The schools of the county are being n.uch 
improved. New school buildings are going 
up. One handsome brick schoolhouse 13 
being built at Whittier cotton mills, at 
Chattahvochee. Two other houses are §0- 
ing Up in the counly. 

Following is the report of the county 
scnovol commissioner and the system of 
study that will be in effect in the sehools: 

*Mr. Guinn’s Report. 


“To the Board of Education of Fulton 
County. Gentliemen;: Wichout ciose aiid 
careful supervision public schoois, cannot 
be successluily carried on. Tne present un- 
systematic method of classifying and teach- 
ing in the common schoois makes accurale 
and effective supervision next to impossi-

“The lack of uniformity, the absence of 
system and the aimiessness in the work 
or rural schools that exist in almost every 
other section of the state is yuile as im- 
portant in Fulton as in other counties. Tne 
blame for this condition does nut attach 
altogether to either teachers, patrons of 
school ofticials, but all have contributed 
more or less to bring it about. 

“To get the best results in sch@gol work, 
the governing authority must provide a 
definite system operating uniformly upon 
all sections. ‘The teacher must have a 
definite amount of work to do in a giver 
time, having the minimum as a basis. This 
will serve to inspire the eiiort necessary 
to eonform to the requirements made. ‘he 
ghild must have an object constantly be- 
fore it to be attained. This is a strong 
incentive to ambitious children and does 
much to kindle a laudible ambition in 
the minds of the indifferent. The parent 
must accord a willing co-operation to all. 
And when the parent fully understands the 
{mportance of conforming to the plan ar- 
ranged for his child's education there will 
be far fewer absences and far less in- 
difference to educational work generally. 
When we remember that these important 
factors in the conduct of public schools 
have been but. slightly considered, it is 
to be wondered at that common school 
work has been unsatisfactory? 

“When teachers having charge of the 
same schools but a few years at most are 
permitted to exercise their discretion as 
to what shall be taught at different periods 
of the child’s advancement, it is not at 
all surprising that after a school has un- 
dergone a change of teachers two or three 
years in succession fhe advancement of the 
child ts disjointed and provoKingly awk- 
ward. The interest of the child imperative- 
ly demands that there should be some well 
arranged plan for its education carefully 
outlined from the beginning, and that the 
course so arranged should be observed 
from the day the child eutefs school until 
it leaves. In no other way can proper work 
be done. 

“The liberty which for many years has 
been accorded teachers of common schools 
in giving instruction in branches foreign 
to a common school course, and not con- 
templated, by our school laws, while rer- 
missabie, if not wise, in the infancy of our 
system, is proving harmful now to common 
school work. I do not mean to say that 
higher branches properly taught are not 
beneficial, but I do claim that all the 
time. thus given to high school work by a 
teacher in the employ of the county board 
of education is to the negiect and detriment 
of children in the lower grades, who are 
rightfully entitled to all the teacher’s time. 
The constitution of the state and the laws 
made in pursuance thereof clearly define 
what shall ®©e taught in the common schouls. 
To allow teachers to take any considera- 
ble portion of the time allowed to common 
school work in teaching branches beyond 
the curriculum so fixed, not only prevents 
systematic work, but is a positive perver- 
sion of the public school fund. 

“To meet properly the conditions which 
I have briefly called attention to above 
and to make our school work more af- 
fective and uniform, I have arranged the 
following course of study, eovering nine 
years of six months each, which I recom- 
mend for your adoption:

‘In looking over this outline it will be 
observed that in some of the studies the 
point of advancement is not. definitelv 
stated. The omission is made necessary by 
reason of the fact that the course will 
require a change in many of our textbooks 
and until they have been adopted definite 
divjsions cannot be made. ‘ 

‘Tn carrying out this course a wide d's- 
eretion should be allowed the teacher. The 
board in adopting the plan of work makes 
known what will be required in a given 
time. Tf recommend that the teacher be 
allowed to arrange the division of time as 
to hours to be devoted to each branch to 
su‘t his own ideas, subject, of course, to the 
revision of the commissioner in the event 
it should appear that Dy the teacher’s ar- 


ly performed.

This afternoon Mayor Flower issued a 
proclamation to the people, calling for a 
general cleaning up about their homes and 
a general use of bichloride of lime. The 
health situation in New Orleans has stead- 
ily improved today. 

The board of experts issued a bulletin 
concerning the St. Claude street patients, 
and declared that of the twelve cases only 
one might be considered suspicious, and 
the other cases have so much improved as 
to warrant no apprehension that any of 
them will result fatally. The exceptional 
case, it is hoped, will be out of danger 
tomorrow or next day. The usual care in 
guarding the square is being exercised. The 
board of health stated this evening that 
there was not a serious case in the city, 
and there had thus far been but one case. 
of yellow fever in New Orleans this 
summer. 

The best evidence that confidence has 
been restored lies in the fact that. the 
theaters today were crowded, and that half 
a dozen bands have at different times ap- 
peared on the streets in the past twelve 
hours, 

Quarantining on the Increase. 

Although there has been a vast improve- 
ment locally, country towns continue to 
issue quarantine edicts, and some of the 
towns are being forced to declare quaran- 
tine under threats of other cities. Monroe, 
for instance, one of the largest towns in 
the state, does not desire to stop communi- 
cation with New Orleans, but she was told 
today that if she did not quarantine New 
Orleans, Shreveport and Vicksburg would 
quarantine her. 

The Illinois Central issued a bulletin to- 
day that no through passengers on north- 
bound trains on that road would be allow- 
ed to pass through Mississippi unfess they 
possessed clean bills of health. Nothing 
has been reported this afternoon of an 
alarming character from the coast. A 
few cases of fever have been discovered, 
but the scourge is not spreading with the 
rapidity usual in yellow fever epidemics. 

There has been ‘lack of harmony in Bi- 
loxi and the friction resulted today in 
the Sesignation of Dr. Lemon as president 
cf the board of health. The work of plas- 
tering Biloxi with disinfectants, however, 
continues unabated. 

Tomorrow the Mississippi state authori- 
ties will take charge of the situation at 
Biloxi. Biloxi, although she has fever her- 
self, will continue to maintain quarantine 
against Ocean Springs.

UONEL PHILL BYRD FILES. HIS SECOND REPORT 


Write and Give Their Views--The Governor Gives 
Aavice to the County Authorities, 


“The gase and promptness with which this revolution is being 
gorked in our misdemeanor convict system has been iargely due to the 
very proper and commendable position taken by the press of the state, 
aimost without exception. THE CONSTITUTION, having made a special 


public mind as to have been of especially great value in awakening 
the public conscience and arousing the people to that degree of interest 
essential to the success of the work which I had undertaken. The dis- 
cussion of this question has for the first time drawn clearly in the 
public mind the distinction between the state penitentiary system and 
the county chaingangs. Heretofore it has been generally the custom 
whenever there were any abuses discovered in misdemeanor camps to 
charge them up against the penitentiary officials of the state. The 
distinction has now been made so clearly that everyone in the 
state understands that the penitentiary officials of the state have 
nothing to do with those convicts sentenced under the misdemeanor 
aw. To THE CONSTITUTION belongs much credit for this good work. 
“W. Y. ATKINSON, Governor.’’ 


The foregoing is a portion of an interview had by THE CONSTI- 
TUTION with Governor Atkinson yesterday, and after it was written 
wut he read, revised and signed it. The rést of the interview follows : 

“IT am much gratified at the readiness exhibited by the judges and other 
officials to co-operate with me in the effort to abolish the private misde- 
meanor convict camps. When I Officially informed the judges that many 
parties, who had been convicted jn their respective courts, were being {l- 
legally held and punished, I felt certain that the suggestion would be all 
that was necessary. This has proven to be true and the readiness exhibit- 
ed by them to carry out the suggestion is commendable in the highest de- 
gree. 

“Not one judge has raised the question as to wheather or not those con- 
fied fn private camps are well or badly treated... All have promptly ac- 
ded to the proposition that the Only question to be considered was 
thether or not they were being controlled and punished in conformity 
ith the law.” 

“Have any objections come from the lessees in the form of a formal com- 
paint to you?” was asked. 

“None. In so far as I have heard the lessees are not averse to com- 
lying with the law, but think there should be some delay in order to 
mable them to avoid loss by applying free labor to take the place of the 
convict labor now engaged by them. I am certain they will find no diffi- 
ailty in securing plenty of free laborers to take the place of convicts. I 
think the counties in every instance will act promptly, and by October 10th 
at furtherest, I expect to see the last convict taken out of the hands of the 
private parties, who are now holding them. 


The Lessees Are Uneasy. 

"Of course, the lessees are more or less uneasy about the money which 
they have paid in advance for the hire of convicts. I do not anticipate, 
however, that they will have any trouble in adjusting their difference with 
the county authorities on a satisfactory basis. However, this may be, it 
cannot in the least affect the duty of officials or alter the course to be pur- 
med by counties in assuming control of convicts.’ 

“What will be the course to be adopted in the handling of those con- 
Victs who have already served portions of their terms in the private 

camps ?” 

“If the county authorities do not feel authorized to give them credit 
for this time they have only to give me official information of the length 
of service of such convicts and I will commute the sentences so that the 
time served in the private camps and the county chaingang will together 
Make the term of the original sentence by the court.” 

“What method is being adopted by the judges in enforcing the law and 
In taking possession of the convicts illegally confined?” 

“Here are copies of orders, passed by judges after receiving the sugges- 
tion made by me, in which they direct the sheriff to take charge of all per- 
800s who are under sentence from their respective courts, and are now ille- 
gally held in private camps and to place them in the custody of those who, 
Under the law, alone have power to hold them in custody and control. 1 
think it clear that these judges have taken the proper view of the ques- 
Yon and adopted the right remedy. 

“They have the same authority to direct the sheriff to resume the cus- 
tody of these convicts as they would had they escaped or had they been 
bined loose by an officer. This has been done in a number of cases al- 
teady, and other judges have informed me that they will do the same 
thing at once, The authority to-do this is the same, whether the convicts 
Concerned are held either in or out of the county in which he was tried, 
convicted and sentenced. The fact that the convicts were disposed of by 
county commissioners cannot alter the course or limit the power of the 
judge who has taken jurisdiction of 2 case. He will, of course, see to the en- 
forcement of the sentence of the convict. 

“As these convicts are brought jn and turned over to the counties, the 
County authorities must ‘at once sClve the question as to what disposition 
they will make of them. There is danger of over-running the chaingangs 
How being worked by the counties, and for this reason it will be wise for 
other counties to begin to organize county camps. In doing this @-.cre 
thould be no delay, as the delay may cause loss to the taxpayers of the 
“unty.

“They are now being worked by private individuals in every section 
of the state. If these men can pay from $60 to $100 each for these con- 
victs and work them at a profit, surely the county authorities need not fear 
entailing loss upon their counties by having to take charge of them, even 
if required to employ them on otber business than working on the public 
roads. 


The Counties’ Alternative. 

“If, in any instance, the county feels that her convicts are not sufficient- 
ly numerous to justify the organization*of a county chaingang it can con- 
fer with other counties similarly situated and consolidate. There is no ju- 
dicial circuit in this state which will not furnish enough misdemeanor cvun- 
victs to justify at least one chaipgang. 

“A part of what I have szid above sceems to encourage the working cf 
convicts by counties on farms, or work other than on public roads. I wish, 
however, to emphasize the fact that in almost every section in Georgia 
it will be the part of wisdom to put these misdemeanor convicts at work 
upon the public highways. To improve the roadways in Georgia will be 
of immense value in the rural districts. I expect to see the breaking up 
of private convict camps in Georgia give a great impetus to the move- 
ment in behalf of good roads. 

“Although I do not underestimate the value of this, I must say that l 
shall be most gratified at the disappearance of the private convict camps, 
because it will secure more just and humane treatment of the convicts, in- 
crease the respect for law, and highten the standard of our civilization.”

came, in order that their punishment 
might be inflicted in a manner which 
would accord with the law. 

Today the governor announces that 
the evil is practically at an end, and 
that by the 10th of October every mis- 
demeanor convict in the state will be 
in the hands of the law, and that the 
last of the private camps will be abol- 
ished. He has received advices from 
every part of the state and has informa- 
tion which authorizes him to make this 
gratifying announcement. In this con- 
nection, The Constitution takes occasion 
to congratulate not only the governor, 
but the judges and the county officers, 
as well as the lessees, for the prompt 
manner in which they have responded 
to the call made in:behalf of the good 
name of the state. They have shown 
a disposition to do their full duty. It

had any officer of the court, or of the 
law, interposed the slightest obstacle 
in the path of the effort which led to 
the law's vindication. 

Judge N. L. Hutchins, of the western 
circuit, aptly expressed the situation in 


‘his letter to the governor—mention of 


which has already been made in these 
columns. He was not inclined to cen- 
sure the lessees, nor the county officials; 
for they had not maliciously violated 
the law. ‘“‘The parties to these illegal 


contracts,” Judge Hutchins says, “have 
‘put followed the practice (not universal, 


but not uncommon) for, perhaps, twen- 


‘ty years; and in my efforts to co-oper- 


ate with the governor to set aside these 
contracts, it has been my purpose to 
accomplish the end in view with the 
least possible friction, and without in- 


Justice to, any one.” 


That is. the attitude which The Con- 
stitution would be glad to see taken 
by every official who is charged with 
the duty of carrying out the instructions 
of the governor in the enforcement of 
the law. The violations of the law 
which have occurred have grown out 
of an unusual state of things, and are 
almost entirely the result of conditions 
which, twenty years ago, were new to 
the experience of the state and people. 
The conferring of citizenship on an ig- 
norant and irresponsible class, intro- 
duced into our courts a swarm of crim- 
finals whose lapses had, before the war, 
been dealt with bx those who owned 
them. And it also introduced us to-new 
problems, of which a proper peniten- 
tiary system is not by any means the 
least. 

The illegal leases have been the al- 
most inevitable resuit, and they have 
been tolerated by governors and legis- 
latures simply because attention has 
not been centered on the evil of such 
flagrant violations of the law. 

Neither the lessors nor the lessees in 
these cases are law-breakers in the or- 
dimary meaning or the word. They 
have violated the law because the prac- 

ice has insensibly grown and spread as 
the result first of.a real, and then of a 
fancied inability to deal with the mat- 
ter without embarrassment. The Con- 


stitution has used emphatic language in 
describing the situation, but that is be- 
cause the time has come to set matters 
right; because the report of the gov- 
ernor’s special inspector shows that the 
violation of the law leads to criminal 
carelessness in the treatment- of the 
convicts, and because public sentiment, 
and the peace and safety of the state, 
demand a rigid adherence to the law 
by those whose duty it is to enforce it. 

There has been no symptom in any 
quarter of a purpose or desire to resist 
the enforcement of the law. On 
contrary, those who have violated 
have .been as forward as any one 
their purpose to aid the governor 
carrying out the law. 

Within a very short time all the 
legal camps will he abolished, and then 
the public sentiment of the state will 
rest satisfied. In the meantime 
ernor Atkinson deserves the cordial 
thanks of all law-abiding and law-re- 
specting citizens for the earnestness of 
his efforts in defending the law of the 
state from violation. He has set an 


example which will leave the indelible | 


impress: of his administration on the 
history of the state. He has declared 
that the laws are made to be obeyed and 
in giving force to this declaration he 
has taken such vigorous action as to 
call for the commendation of every man 
in the state who stands for peace and 
good order.

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The Gold Party and Higher Prices. 

The weather and politics we have al- 
wavs with us, and this continuity be- 
gets in some minds the habit of forget- 
fulness. Ninety-nine cut of one hun- 
dred men cannot tell you what sort of 
we had on ‘Tuesday, August 
18, 1896. The one hundredth man may 
keep a diary, or he may have access 
to the files of the weather bureau.

When it is proposed to the 
prices of commodities, we find it is but a 
proposal to reduce the wages of labor by 
a reduction in their power to purchase 
the comforfs of life. 

To make the matter plainer and more 
emphaiic, Mr. Cockran repeated the 
essence of the doctrine of the gold men 
which is not merely a defense of, but 
a demand for, lower prices of commodi- 
ties:

Extending the City Limits.

What the dispatches mean is that the 
canal scheme has passed out of the 
hands of the Irrench company, which 
has heretofore been pushing it, into the 
hands of a British company, which is 
to carry it on to completion. This 
transfer is perfectly legal, as it in- 
volves no governmental control of*the 
proposed canal. Undoubtedly, however, 
it will have some effect upon the Nica- 
ragua canal project; but whether or 
not it will lead to the abandonment 
of that enterprise remains to be seen. 

In view of the change of hands which 
the Panama canal scheme has recently 
undergone it is interesting to note some- 
thing in regard to its inception. The 
work of connecting the Gulf of Mexico 
with the Pacific ocean was commenced 
by a French company, organized in 1881, 
under the direction of M. de Lesseps. 
The length of the proposed canal was 
forty-six miles along the line of the rail- 
way built in 1850. Great enthusiasm 
was aroused in France over the project, 
and the sum of $155,000,000 was readily 
subscribed by the French people to its 
completion. It was soon ascertained, 
however, that the cost of the enterprise 
had been greatly underestimated and 
the disappointment occasioned by this 
disclosure was subsequently increased 
by the discovery of frauds. Gradually 
the enterprise waned until the French 
company realized that the undertaking 
was beyond its reach. At this point 
the British company steps in and under- 
takes to complete the work: With new 
energy and capital put into the scheme 
by British pushers there is strong prob- 
ability that it may yet succeed.

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Slavery in San Francisco. 

In the current issue of The North 
American Review Mr. Charles Frederick 
Holder makes the startling announce- 
ment that slavery in the worst form 
exists among the Chinese residents of 
San Francisco and that several leading 
Mongolian firms are engaged in the for- 
bidden traffic. 

‘rom the account which Mr. Holder 
gives of this newly discovered evi] on 
our Pacific coast it appears that African 
Slavery, even in its most revolting feat- 
ures, is not to be compared for a sin- 
gie moment to the atrocious system 
which exists today in San Framvisco. 
Young girls, it is said, bring from $150 
to $3,500 In the market and hun- 
dreds of them are yearly imported into 
the United States from China. OF course, 
the crime of importing these young girls 
is not publicly carried on. Each im- 
porter is outwardly engaged in some 
legitimate business which is used by 
him as a cloak for his illicit operations; 
but, in spite of this enforced secrecy, 
Mr. Holder states that the San Fran- 
cisco importers have managed for sey- 
eral years past, without interference 


| on the part of the legal authorities, to 


maintain a thoroughly organized slave 
market in the heart of San Francisco. 
“But while the headquarters of the trat- 

c are in San Francisco,” says Mr. 

folder, “agents are stationed at Can- 
ton, Amoy and other large Chinese 
cities. These in turn have sub-agents 
in the neighboring districts whose duty 
it is to kidnap young girls and forward 
them to the agents in the cities. Here 
they are placed in charge of confidental 
agents, whose business it is to accom- 
pany them to the United States and to 
smuggle them through the ports. Un- 
fortunately the Chinese: marriage law 
aids the kidnaper. <A wife rarely sees 
her husbapd before marriage, as the 
affair is ptrely a business arrangement. 
and frequently she does not even know 
who it.is to be. The courts of San 
Francisco are now investigating the case 
of a slave named Fong, who claims to 
have been kidnaped in China and sold 
to the highest bidder. As the result of 
this investigation the question of Chi- 
nese slavery is likely to be thoroughly 
ventilated.”’ 

Mr. Holder estimates that out of the 
2,500 Chinese women residing in San 
Francisco at least 1,500 of them are 
slaves in the most atrocious sense of 
the term. He says that girls have been 
found in Chinese hovels who had been 
burned with redhot irons and treated 
in the most outrageous manner by their 
illegal masters. Mr. Holder writes from 
the standpoint of one who has studied 
the situation carefully and there is lit- 
tle reason to doubt the reliability of 
his statements. 

But how does it happen that, slavery 
exists to such a degree on our Pacific 
coast, where vigilant officers of the 
government are supposed to be on the 
lookout for crime? This should be made 
the subject of prompt investigation. One 
reason, perhaps, why the officers of the 
law have been suecessfully evaded is 
that the traffic has been carried on in 
the profoundest secrecy and that mar- 
riage customs in China have contribu- 
ted to its success. Still, im justice to 
the Chinese government, as well as in 
justice to our own American civiliza- 
tion, the matter is one which should be 
thoroughly investigated by our federa) 
courts.

Our American Naval Policy.

Roosevelt, has recently 
compiled a pamphlet on the naval pol- 
icy of the United States as outlined in 
the messages of the different presidents. 

Beginning with the administration of 
President Washington, the assistant sec- 
retary quotes the first occupant of the 
executive chair as saying in his mes- 
sage to congress of January 8, 1790, that 
the most effective means of preserving 
peace was to be prepared for war. In 
line with this same declaration is the 
sentiment attributed to President John 
Adams in his address of December 4,

The. board has determined that every 
child who applies for a ticket of admission 
shall have a seat in the public schools and 
in order that this may be done it is neces- 
sary that a@ great amount of changing and 
transfering be done. 

The board abolished three eighth grades 
the pupils in these to the 
eighth grades of other schools, thereby 
making room for first grades and establisn- 
ing several of these without the expense 
of employing other teachers or without 
the necessity or reducing any Salaries. 

In transfering the children to other 
schools the committee has an arduous task 
and one that is very thankless. Their ac- 
tion in many instances causes dissatisfac- 
tion, but they are compelled to do what is 
best for the schools. 

It seems to ba the policy of the commit- 
tee to make the boys go long distances in 
cases where it is necessary instead of 
placing this hardship on the girls. Many 
children who have been going to certain 
schools for a number of years will prob- 
ably be changed to others near their 
homes, but this will undoubtedly cause 
s0me dissatisfaction. 

The committee is arranging the pupils to 
the best advantage of all and it is not its 
disposition to favor anyone. Every child is 
placed on an equal footing and when it is 
necessity to transfer one it is done despite 
any kick that may be made. 

The committee will work continually at 
this until every child has a seat, which it 
is hoped by. them will not be very long. 
The first grades to be established will be 
Opened at once and the little fellows given 
seats. /

NO FEAR OF EPIDEMIC. 
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Mr. Swanger Writes of the Fever Si*- 
uation at New Orleans. 
Friends of Mr. W. E. Swanger, of this 
city, who has been in New Orleans for 
Several months, have received a letter 
from him which gives a very. interesting 
insight into the real situation at New Or- 
leans in regard tothe yellow fever epideMle. 
Mr. Swanger is with the big firm of Lieb- 
mann & Co. He is where he can see the new 
developments ot the epidemic, and his 

opiniomis valuable. 

Mr. Swanger is not inclined to think 
there will be a general epidemic. A part of 
his letter follows: 

“From what 1 can learn there is little 
fear of an epidemic here, though this 
morning the news is not so assuring and 
the confidential tip is given that there is 
danger ahead. However, the board of health 
of this city is-in possession of all the facts 
and has promised to give all news to che 
papers, be it bad or good. The papers them- 
seives have promised to publish the worst, 
so that nothing might be hidden from. the 
peopie here or the outside world. So it 
seems to me that you will be able to get 
the true situation trom the papers here. 

‘*‘Last Monday a boy who came here from 
Ocean Springs died. Since that time there 
have been no deaths in the city, and up 
until yesterday no cases reported. Last 
night there were reported about a dozen 
cases of a suspicious churacter, ail located 
on one side of the street and within six 
blocks, in a remote part of the city from 
here. It is the prevailing opinion, how- 
ever that a few cases may have slipped 
into the city before the quarantine was 
declared. and it is now about time for them 
to develop. From all reports so far the 
fever has not been more fatal than measles, 
so it would not be such a bad thing to have 
after all. 

“You may be assured that there !s danger 
here, though no one is leaving the cliy on 
that account. If there should be a spread of 
fever I will get out pretty. quick. There will 
not be any quarantine by the northern cities 
and I will not stop in a good long distance 
if 1 once start. Iam waiting anxiously the 
report on the suspected cases discovered 
last night and the probable result if they 
are found to be the genuine article. If they 
are proven to have been imported there is 
little to fear, but if they are proven to 
have originated here, then I go.

It was a gay crowd that went over s0 
early to prepare for the coming year. They 
took possession of the train, unmindful of 
the other passengers. 

Many of those who have been alumni for 
many years went over to “spike” for their 
fraternities and these greatly augmented 
the crowd. A large number of Atlanta 
boys were in the body, others left last 
night, while still others will go over this 
morning and some not until Tuesday. 

There were numbers from the towns of 
Georgia that are in a line between Athens 
@nd Atlanta. They came this way at this 
time so as to be with the greater number. 
While the larger part of them were old 
students who have been there before, there 
were a number who will become freshmen 
and lawyers and all that those names 
imply. 

A new interest has been aroused among 
the fraternity men and these institutions 
of college life will grow and develop more 
than for any other year during the coming 
session. Nearly all of them have rented 
chapter houses wherein they will Hive and 
also have clubrooms. This is a new fea- 
ture and is proving a very popular one 
among them. 

The initiation of new men, which is oné 
of the most interesting things that happen 
at the opening of the college year, will be 
large this year, as there are many new and 
desirable men that will attend this year. 
There are eight fraternities at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and they will all pull 
apart on the choice of new men. They 
will all have old representatives on the 
field ready to do the work and see that 
the goat is in prime order.

DEATH TAKES THIS 
SOLDIER'S SWORD 


Gallant Lieutenant Kimball Vanquished 
by the Common Foe. 
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THE SURRENDER TO DEATH 


‘Brave Even in His Last Engagement 
| with the Invincible Enemy. 
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DIES OF APPENDICITIS AT THE FORT 


Was a Brilliant Young Officer and 
Was Appointed to West Point by 
Hon. Thomas B. Reed. 


First Lieutenant Frederick C. Kimball, 
of Fort McPherson, died at fort 
terday afternoon at 6:39 o’clock of perito- 
nitis, 

He had been ill first from appendicitis, 
snd then from peritonitis, since last Sat- 
urday afternd}n a week ago, when he was 
taken with an acute case of appendicitis. 
He was attended by Chief Surgeon Taylor 
and Dr. Wyeth, of the Fifth infantry, but 
with all the aid and attention they could 
render him they could not save his life. 

It was at first thought the best thing to 
perform an operation, but as soon as pert- 
tcnitis set in this was abandoned and 
every other means was used to no avail. 
He leaves a wife and four children to gur- 
vive him. His funeral will occur on Mon- 
day and his body will be taken to Alfred, 
Maine, his former home, where it will be 
interred. 

Lieutenant Kimbell was one of the most 
popular officers in the army. He was hich- 
ly efficient in the discharge of his duties 
and at all thnes was cor:scientious to do 
them in the best and most thorough way. 
At the time of his death he was acting as 
regimental quartermaster and coming 
in contact with all the officers of the regi- 
ment and many of the city he had a large 
rumber of friends who will greatly regret 
his sudSen death. He was said to have 
-een one of the most popular cfficers ever 
connected with the regiment and to the 
day of his death he was tenderly cared 
fur by his brother officers. 

He was bern in Alfred, Me., in 1863. He 
Was appointed by Ccr.gressman Thomas B. 
Reed to West Point in July, 1882, and grad- 
uated In 1886. He joined the Fifth regiment 
in October, 1886, at Fort Keough, Mont., 
as second lieutenant, and was promoted to 
first lieutenant in April, 1893. 

During the years of 1891, 1882 and 1893 he 
was the commandant of cadets and profes- 
sor of military science and tactics at Nor- 
wich university, Ncrthfield, Vermont. In 
July, 18€3, he was eppointed as staff officer 
to Colonel Osborne and stationed at Fort 
Bliss, Tex., and from there was made the 
first lieutenant regimental quartermaster 
of the Fifth infantry. His term as quarter-

In our country for the dast quarter 
of a century these powers have been exer- 
cised .with special reference to the in- 
terests of a small class of citizens, the 
opulent, with little regard to the interests 
of the great middle and poorer classes of 
society. I have no sympathy with those 
who, for partisan purposes, array the poor 
against the rich. I despise the demagogue 
who, by appeals to the prejudices and 
passions of the ifgnorant, Incite labor 
strikes and encourage mob violence as a 
remedy for the real or imaginary wrongs 
of the laboring classes.

Necessary To Real Prosperity. 

“Before real, permanent prosperity re- 
turns to the toiling millions silver coinage 
must be restored. That must be evident 
to everybody who studies the question 
with an honest desire to get at the truth 
There is not gold enough in the world to 
afford an adequate volume of, primary 
money. The demands trade require 
the coinage of both metals. Silver is just 
as valuable as. it was. It is the dis- 
crimination against -it that has caused 
the decline in its price. The law of supply 
end demand is as immutable as the law 
of gravitation. Wheat, -after remaining 
down at a low price for several years, has 
recently gone up because the wheat crop 
of Icurope has been a failure and the de- 
mand of the world for wheat is greater 
than the supply. If next year the crop in 
wheat-growing countries of the world is 
normal in quantity, the price will go down 
again because the supply will equal the 
demand. The price of silver went down 
because sO many nations discontinued its 
use as a coinage metal and thus destroyed 
the demand for it. If the use of gold in- 
stead of that of silver had been discon- 
tinued for the purpose of coinage, gold 
and not silver would have gone down.
